Edmonton 
taxpayers on 
hook for sale of 
Greys’ assets

In the ongoing saga that is the 
city's involvement with Greys 
Paper Recycling, Edmonton tax¬ 
payers could be on the hook for 
the company's $200,000 debt to 
the Canadian Revenue Agency. 

On Thursday city administra¬ 
tion tabled a report that will 
head to council next week, rec¬ 
ommending the city suspend its 
request for proposals to find a 
new tenant to lease the Edmon¬ 
ton Waste Management Centre, 
formerly the home of Greys. 

Greys had been trying to 
make saleable, 100 per tent 
recycled office paper through 
a revolutionary process that in¬ 


cluded cotton, but went bank¬ 
rupt in January. 

The city has invested 19.4 
million into the company — 
money that was used to build 
the facility and buy equipment. 

Since the bankruptcy it has 
looked to find another tenant 
to use the assets. 

But the report tabled Thurs¬ 
day recommends council no 
longer pursue paper recycling 
and instead sell off paper mak¬ 
ing equipment owned by the 
city. 

Raj an Ahlnwaiia, the for¬ 
mer owner nf the Greys Paper 
Recycling facility, said about 
1200,000 is still owed to the 
CRA. 

City spokeswoman Janice 
Ichroeder couldn't confirm 
that figure, adding the city 
intends to sell assets at mar¬ 
ket value. 

ihe added the funds gener¬ 
ated fr om asset sales will first 
go to the CRA. 

Once that debt is paid, the 
remainder of sales will return 
to city revenue.

Health Minister 
meets family of 
brain-damage if 
four-year-old

“We don't want other parents 
to suffer what we are going 
through," said Raman Athwal 
on Thursday. 

Raman, the father of Amber 
Athwal — a four-year-old girl 
who suffered brain damage 
after an Edmonton dentist gave 
her anesthesia in September, 
resulting in dire com plica¬ 
tions — wants provincial rides 
changed so general anesthetic 
can only be administered in 
hospitals. 

Health Minister Sarah Hoff¬ 
man met Amber's family Wed¬ 
nesday, at her bedside at the 
GJenrose Hospital, in what 
Raman said was a ''very good" 
meeting. 

Speaking afterward. Hoff¬ 
man said she's willing to dis¬ 
cuss changing the rules, but 
the regulation 
of dentists is 
the jurisdiction 
of the Alberta 
Dental Associ¬ 
ation and Col¬ 
lege. 

Dr. Randall 
Croutze, chief 


executive officer of the dental 
association, released a state¬ 
ment earlier this w r eek that 
said dentists would no longer 
be allowed to administer anes¬ 
thesia and work on the teeth of 
the same patient, as Amber’s 
dentist was doing. 

He also said a review of sed¬ 
ation practices that started last 
year is still underway. 

Raman said Hoffman 
brought Amber flowers and 
stayed about 40 minutes to 
discuss the family's concerns. 

He said the fam ily worries 
about what will happen in the 
future and that Hoffman as¬ 
sured them they'd have the 
supports they need. 

Raman also said the family 
asked Hoffman to look into 
what went wrong on Sept. 
7, the day he took his oldest 
daughter to the dentist. 

At some point oxygen 
stopped flowing to her brain 
and she was rushed to hospital, 
where she's been ever since. 

Two months later. Raman 
said. Amber is recovering, but 
s lowly. 

" She is opening her eyes and 
she listens to voices, but she 
can't react," he said. 

Both Raman and his wife, 
Arsh, have left 
their jobs to 
spend long days 
at Amber's be¬ 
side. 

He also said 
their younger 
daughter, two- 
year-old Ana- 


hat, is struggling, unable to 
understand why her sister 
won’t play with her. 

The family has felt touched 
by the number of people who 
have reached out with messa¬ 


ges of support, from all back¬ 
grounds and parts of t he coun¬ 
try. he said. 

"We want them to continue 
praying, and it might help in 
Amber's recovery."

EMPLOYMENT TRENDS 

Bakers expected to 
be in hot demand

Butter up your cake pans and fire 
up that oven because it looks like 
bakers are going to be wanted 
like hot cakes. 

According to the annual Oc¬ 
cupational Demand and Supply 
Outlook released Tuesday, the 
province is expected to be short 
a total of 7S bakers by the time 
2025 rolls around, but that's not 
the only job that’s expecting to 
be in hot demand in the next 
few years. 

Childcare and homework sup¬ 
port workers, transit drivers, 
computer and information pro¬ 
fessionals and managers in con¬ 
struction and transportation are 
forecasted to have a labour short¬ 
age of more than 1.000 workers. 

Overall the government es¬ 
timates that the province will 
have a cumulative shortage of 
50,000 workers. 

According to J eanette Suth¬ 
erland of Calgary Economic De¬ 
velopment jCED) as the economy 
starts to turn around, there's 
going to be an increase in de¬ 
mand for a number of workers 
in technical and managerial jobs 
— where Ehe age of workers is 
generally higher and are fore¬ 
casted to retire. 

“The key will be collaboration 
between the governments, indus¬ 
try and postsecondary |institu¬ 
tions! so we can meet the labour 
demand need." Sutherland said. 

One of those looking to 
fill in the shortage is Heather 
Moraute, a baker at Sidewalk 
Citizen Bakery who said that 
the demand for bakers as not 
that surprising given the rise in

artisanal cuisine. 

“Even with a lot of artisanal 
movement thttt hits been hap- 
pening, a lot of people are go¬ 
ing buck to the traditional way 
of doing things specifically i n 
the food industry," said Morante. 

Sutherland agrees, adding that 
because of the downturn many 
displaced workers w r ent back to 
school to learn new technical 
skills in order gain employment 
in another field, 

“If there is a positive spin that 
can be placed on a downturn, 
it's that many of the displaced 
professionals have chosen to 
return to school for continued 
education or up-skilling. (This 
means) the outlook shows pro¬ 
jections of increased demand 
for university professors and as¬ 
sistants, college and vocational 
instructors, researchers, teachers 
and educational counsellors." 
Sutherland said.

INDIGENOUS ISSUES 


Raised by native 
grandmother, 
ashamed by 
sticker reaction

Larry' Nykolyshyn said he's hang¬ 
ing ins head in shame after back¬ 
lash from a racially insensitive 
sticker on a water hauler truck. 

A photo taken of the truck 
went viral when posted to social 
media, because the sticker above 
the front grill read “One Squaw 
Too Many." 

As a result, Nykolyshyn said 
he's now answered more than 30 
phone calls— some threatening 
his own life and the lives of his 
two daughters. 

"I've never turned my phone 
off, I've dealt with every call 
that's come to me — even the 
ones at four o’clock in the mor¬ 
ning." Nykolyshyn said. 

But as an indigenous man 
himself, Nykolyshyn said he 
knows the strength of indigen¬ 
ous women. 

After being raised mostly by

his grandmother and watching 
his own father abuse his mother, 
he made a commitment to never 
hurt women. So when Nykoly¬ 
shyn saw similar signs in his 
co-worker, he thought making 
a joke about the situation would 
help lift his spirits. 

According to Nykolyshyn, a 
'squaw, 1 is a historical term used 
for strong indigenous women 
like 'buck' is used to describe 
strong indigenous men. So when 


he heard the sticker was offen¬ 
sive to some peop'e, Nykolyshyn 
said he trxik it off so first you can 
actually see marks on his hand 

L* 

from ripping it off. 

But that didn't stop Sinopec 
Daylight Energy — with whom 
Lurry had been working with 
for 20 years — from removing 
his company front the approved 
contractors list. 

He said before the incident, he 
never followed social media and 


wasn't aware of the seriousness 
of the ongoing inquiry for mis¬ 
sing and murdered indigenous 
women and how offensive the 
sticker was. 

Now Nykolyshyn is taking the 
incident as an invitation to rec¬ 
oncile with the community by 
reaching out to local indigenous 
.groups in order to surround him¬ 
self with the community instead 
of being isolated. 

One person helping in that 


process is Michelle Robinson, ab¬ 
original liaison of 12 Community 
Safety Initiative in Calgary who 
had called Nykolyshyn looking 
for understanding. 

“in indigenous culture, we 
really talk about a restorative 
culture. So who would 1 be if I 
didn't offer that to him?" said 
Robinson. 

“3 learned a hell of a lot more 
in one week than ] did in the 
last 20 years,'' Nykolyshyn said. 


ECONOMY 

Carbon levy 
to help pay 
for green 
power 

The Alberta government plans 
to use revenues from its car¬ 
bon levy on large emitters 
to help spur investment in 
green power. 

Environment Minister 
shannon Phillips outlined 
details of the Renewable Elec¬ 
tricity Program on Thursday 
as she announced proposed 
legislation aimed at getting 
the province to its 30 per cent 
renewable target by 2030, 

Currently, 10 per cent of 
the province’s power comes 
from renewables such as 
wind, solar and hydroelectric. 

The program's goal is to 
add 5,000 megawatts of re¬ 
newable electricity capacity 
by 2030 through auctions run 
by the Alberta Electric System 
Operator. 

The cost of the program 
— which the government ex¬ 
pects to draw at least Si0.5 
billion in private sector in¬ 
vestment and to create 7,200 
jobs — wi 11 not be borne by 
ratepayers, but will be funded 
out of carbon revenues.

jan Putter walked using his 
crutches along two blocks of 
dosed sidewalks only to find out 
his bus stop was closed. 

“It's very frustrating," said Rit¬ 
ter, when asked about encoun¬ 
tering closed sidewalks, due to 
construction materials. 

On Wednesday, a dty official 
said signage or hoarding block¬ 
ing sidewalks can he a "matter 
of perspective” for pedestrians, 
suggesting it wouldn't be the end 
of the word if they had to walk a 
bit further But Ritter, who has 
osteoporosis and uses cnitches for 
most of the year, doesn't exactly 
see it that way. He said constantly 
diverting from construction sites 
ciin add up to the point where 
people can overs train themselves. 

“What 1 think is often a min¬ 
or inconvenience for able-body 
people— and in my experience 
as a person with lifelong disabil¬ 
ities — those thing; are not minor 
inconveniences when you're al¬ 
ready starting from a position of 
disability,” he said. 

“It doesn't mean you can’t do 
it, but it does mean you’re prob¬ 


ably going to pay a price that has 
consequences that are lot higher 
than just being inconvenienced 
for a few minutes." 

People with disabilities and ad¬ 
vocates for improved accessibility 
in Edmonton have increasingly 
expressed dismay with construc¬ 
tion signs or materials blocking 
sidewalks. 

Sidewalk obstructions have be¬ 
come so bad that Mayor Don Ive- 
son has inquired about the issue. 

He's asking city' adininisuation 
to see if sidewalk blockages can 
be reduced or stopped. 

He said the city may be mis¬ 
sing a policy to keep Lines open 
for pedestrians. 

“I understand that frustration.'' 
Iveson said earlier this week. 

“THou encounter these things 
and you get detoured. 1 think 
we need to be considerate to all 
users of the read, including those 
pedestrians, cyclists and persons 
with mobility challenges.” 

Though Brad Vandeitinek with 
the city suggested pedestrians 
walking further when encoun¬ 
tering a detour wouldn't be a 
bad idea for people's health, the 
city’s Traffic Operations depart¬ 
ment is looking to improve the 
way itaccommocLites pedestrians. 

One woman is hopeful for 
change. Leah McRorie, whose 
daughter requires, a wheelchair 
and a walker, said accessibility 
in Edmonton is a human right. 

“(The construction) is just an¬ 
other layer to have to go further, 
or actually not being able to go 
at all, 1 ' she saicL

Kiley McGee is clearing the 
atr: Marijuana tor Trauma isn’t 
a one-stop pot shop or a dis¬ 
pensary. 

On Wednesday, city coun¬ 
cillors asked if new pot dis¬ 
pensaries should be restricted 
like liquor stores, which would 
mean they wouldn't be able to 
locate near schools. 

Loun. Mike Nickel intro¬ 
duced the inqui ry, asking ad¬ 
ministration to outline possible 
changes to zoning and busi¬ 
nesses licences when shops 
eventually open. 

liut city administration re¬ 
frained from commenting on 
the matter, saying they have yet 
to see the federal government's 
proposal before determining a 
course of action. 

But it was Marijuana for 
Trauma that prompted the 
inquiry. 

McGee, director of oper¬ 
ations at Marijuana for 
Trauma’s Edmonton location, 
said the company is like a coun¬ 
selling service, where doc tors 
legally prescribe cannabis to 
patients. 


The marijuana is later 
mailed to them. 

He said Marijuana for 
Trauma won't get into the 
dispensary business when it 
becomes legal, noting the com¬ 
pany went through a rezoning 
process to open at its current 
location. 

"Although the recreational 
market is going to be full of 
opportunity, it’s not something 
we’re going to capitalize on,” 
he said. "Really, it's going to 
happen beside and in front 
of us. That's not our business 
model. We’re geared to serve 
patients in a clinical setting.” 

T hough the city won't com¬ 
ment on how it’ll handle legal¬ 
ized weed just yet, Calgary city 
council discussed an "advocacy 
position" on regulating and 
legalizing marijuana Thursday, 

T he Calgary document will 
give the federal government 
an idea of what the municipal¬ 
ity would like to see when the 
drug is legalized in the spring 
of 2 D 17. 

Calgary’s concerns include 
land use, business licensing, 
how weed will affect neigh¬ 
bourhoods, how police will 
handle enforcement and if the 
city can be part of revenue 
streams. 

McGee said he doesn't expect 
dispensaries to affect business. 

"I think the medical market 
and the recreational market 
are going to happen beside 
themselves,” he said. 

Nickel's motion will resur¬ 
face on T uesday at city council.

There’s now not one but two 
new local websites informing 
people when Rogers Elate has 
an event so they tan better 
plan their downtown-mg. 

Since the new arena in Sep¬ 
tember, a toncert or game has 
meant thousands of people 
swarming downtown streets 
and bar's. 

The situation is a boon for 
business but also drastically 
decreases your chances of find¬ 
ing a parking spot or a seat at 
a downtown bar or restaurant 

Kitk Point, a local digital 
marketing agency, created the 
first website, isthereaneventa- 
trogersplate.ta —and it lets 
you know if there's an event 
plus basic info on what that 
means for parking rates. 

Kick Point's president and 


partner, Dana DiTomaso, said 
the agency (located right next 
to the arena] wanted to create 
a simple tool for all Edmon¬ 
tonians — sports fans or not. 

The reason? She worries 
non-hockey fans are getting 
pushed out of downtown by 
the event crowd.

"I call them the army of Mc- 
Davids, walking around in jer¬ 
seys on Oilers game nights,' 1 
she said, of the fans coining 
downtown. “1 think a huge 
part of what makes downtown 
successful is people going there 
at all times and not just for 
events, and really enjoying 


downtown to live, and do other 
things.” 

Brendan Brown designed the 
second website, yegevent.com, 
after he moved to downtown 
with his wife and realized how 
busy things got on game night. 

His site tells you tvhat the 
event is, plus how many events 
you can expect in a given 
month. 

“It's useful to know if it's 
going to be a madhouse, es¬ 
pecially when games start or 
end,” he said. 

The Rogers event listing isn't 
easy to access, Brown said, and 
the city doesn't provide much 
info either. 

“It seems funny for a city 
that allows you to map the 
number of graffiti (markings) 
by neighbourhood by year in 
the open data portal.” he said. 

The info available on event 
schedules are “vague” in com¬ 
parison. he added. 

Both DiTomaso and Brown 
agree the arena could mean 
big things for downtown, but 
there will be some growing 
pains first. 

“I think with good planning 
and operations we will get a 
lot of good things out of it," 
Brown said.

Racing at

When ii comes to illegal tobacco 
in Alberta, Edmonton's Eastglen 
High School enms the dubious 
distinction of being, well, the 
smokiest in the city. 

Illegal tobacco use at the 
school is up 21 per tent, which 
places hastglen fifth in Alberta, 
according to a new study by the 
Western Convenience Stores 
Association. 

But perhaps the strangest 
thing about the study is how it 
is carried out 

The association, which repre¬ 
sents convenience store retailers 
in the western provinces, and the 
territories, hired Montreal-based 
Nine Group to study discarded 
cigarette butts at 38 sites across 
Aberta. 

More than 5.000 samples— as 


in butts — were collected and 
sent to a lab in Quebec, which 
separates legal tobacco products 
from contraband, based on the 
brand markings on the cigarette. 

Samples were gathered over a 
10-day period in September and 
it is the thi nd year the associa¬ 
tion has carried out the study. 

Other Edmonto n areas with 
an illegal tobacco habit, accord¬ 


ing to the study? The Tim Hor¬ 
tons/Wendy’s on 112 Street, 
Westmount Shopping Centre, 
and Canada Place were the city's 
other three locations on the list. 

The overall contraband rate 
for Edmonton jumped from 9.7 
percent in 2015 to 11.1 percent 
in 2016. the study found. 

“When people aren't buying 
products legally, that means 


people aren't going into our 
stores, so we're losing not only 
tobacco sales, but also other 
sales," said Andrew Klukas, 
president of the association, 
"We take age testing seriously 

— controlling access to youth 

— so it’s frustrating when you 
see people selling these products 
on the streets" 

A lot of the cigarettes come 


The number of cigarette 
butts collected from 3S 

sitoS across Alberta, 
tested to determine origin 
and legality and studied to 
reveal the smoking habits 
of the population, 


from first Nation reserves in 
Ontario and Quebec, Klukas 
said, where the tobacco products 
are legal, but not supposed to 
be sold off-reserve. 

But Jean-Simon Venne, 
president of Niric Group, said 
not all contraband comes from 
reserves. There ls an increasing 
number of U.S. tobacco products 
not meant for sale in Canada 
making their way north of the 
border, too. 

“There's always new brands 
showing up everywhere" 

Increasing contraband also 
means less tax revenue for the 
government and raises com¬ 
munity safely concerns as well, 
said Klukas, 

“We don’t want this to con¬ 
tinue to grow."

One year since he became 
prime minister and Justin Tru¬ 
deau has fulfilled some of his 
promises, is still working on 
many and has broken others, 
according to an independent, 
non-partisan website that has 
been tracking his progress. 

Calgary-based IT consultant 
Uom Bernard and some of his 


colleagues built the website 
tnideaumetre_ ca, which tracks 
what the prime minister has 
done compared to what he 
promised. 

Trudeau made 219 promises 
during last year's marathon 
federal election campaign, ac¬ 
cording to the website. The 
Trudeau Metre shows the prime 
minister achieved 34 of those 
promises as of Thursday. The 
site shows 64 promises are still 
in progress, 95 haven't been 
started yet and 26 have been 


broken. 

Trudeau's pledge to run defi¬ 
cits of less than S10 billion in 
his first two fiscal vears and his 
failure to end the bon from giv¬ 
ing blood on men who have had 
sex with men are among the 
prime minister's broken prom¬ 
ises, according to the website. 

“We're trying to stay as ob¬ 
jective as possible," be said. 

The project was modelled 
after an Egyptian initiative 
that attempted to track the 
promises of that country's 


first democratically elected 
president. 

Many of the individual prom¬ 
ises have generated lengthy 
discussions in the comment 
section of the website and Ber¬ 
nard said that’s exactly what 
they hoped would happen. 

“We wanted to start the 
same amount of discussion 
and conversation," he said!. 
“Canadians are interested in 
discussing what the govern¬ 
ment is doing, what the govern¬ 
ment said it w r ould do. h

The politics of abortion 

Rosemary Westwood relocates from Canada to the United States in the midst of the most unusual 
presidential election ever. She chronicles her observations in a weekly column for Metro.

A week before the U.S. presi¬ 
de nlitil election, J visited the 
New Orleans Planned Parent¬ 
hood clinic. 

It sits nestled between 
residential streets, and along 
a wide, four-lane city artery. 
The new facility (updated 
from more humble digs in 
a shotgun house] opened 
in spring, and it’s friendly, 
clean, and oddly quiet. 

It was a Tuesday, so the 
regular pro-life Friday pro¬ 
testers weren’t around, 
one clinic worker told me. 
Ann the r group had just fin¬ 
ished a biblical-sounding 
"40 Days of Harassment * 
she said. "That's what they 
called it." Patients coming 
here for sexual and repro¬ 
ductive health care weren't 
bothered by the daily signs 
and blocking of the drive¬ 
way, she added. “They say, 
'Those people need a job.”* 


Planned Parenthood in 
Louisiana — which has one 
other dink in the state 
capital of Eaton Rouge — 
doesn't oiler abortions (yet. 
it has plans to apply for the 
required license], 

And other clinics that do 
perform the procedure have 
been through a legal see-saw 
over the past two year's, fa¬ 
cing one of the prolif erating 
restrictive laws in the South¬ 
ern U,S_ (in this case, one 
relating to doctors and hos¬ 
pital admitting privileges). 
The law shuttered some 
clinics this spring, before the 
Supreme Court temporarily 
blocked iL in March. 

But given Planned Parent¬ 
hood's prominent role in 
this election, the protests 
against a procedure not even 
being performed at the clin¬ 
ic here make a kind of sense. 
Planned Parenthood, and 
Hillary Clinton, have become 
the most public banner-wav¬ 
ers for abortion rights, And 
Donald Trump the ill-in¬ 


formed, gruesome critic. 

Trump's macabre descrip¬ 
tion of a late-term abortion 
procedure that doesn't even 
exist during the final presi¬ 
dential debate was only the 
ghastly tip of a much larger 
iceberg, Abortion isn't just 


a boogeyman of the right 
wing, It's a legitimately stag¬ 
nated, divisive issue in this 
country. The kind of issue 
that brings Trump back to 
the traditional right wing, 
the kind of issue some vot¬ 
ers have told reporters will 


be the reason they plug their 
nose and vole for Trump, 

For example, while mil- 
lennials across the political 
spectrum skew more pro¬ 
gressive on issues Of race, 
sexuality, and immigration, 
they remain divided on abor¬ 
tion. according to the Pew 
Research Centre. (And — 
notably — on gun rights.) 

The U.S, is increasingly 
a country of less socially 
conservative voters, Inst 41 
per cent of American adults 
continue to believe abortion 
should he illegal, a statistic 
largely unchanged for dec¬ 
ades, And in Louisiana, it’s a 
political given. 

John Bel Edwards, the 
state’s democratic governor 
(still quite a feat), has been 
so vocal about his pro-life 
stance, he’s actually won an 
award for it. He signed the 
new law that the Supreme 
Court saw fit to put on hold, 
of a similar nature to the 
one struck down this year 
in Texas, and he signed an¬ 


other law requiring women 
to wait three days before 
they can get an abortion, 
(Women here already have 
to see a doctor and get an 
ultrasound 24 hours before 
a procedure.) 

There might have been 
a Hillary sticker on a car 
in tbe Planned Parent¬ 
hood parking lot, but this 
is Trump land, Right next 
door, a pro-life group plans 
to open its third Louisi¬ 
ana “pregnancy centre” in 
January, which promises it 
can “reverse” the effects of 
tlie abortion pill midway 
through tbe dosage. 

That might sound like 
fringe political efforts to 
a Canadian, but in Amer¬ 
ica, anti-abortion politics 
is mainstream. And the 
election might seem con¬ 
tentious just days away 
from voters heading to the 
polls, but if Louisiana had 
its way. we’d be waking up 
on Wednesday morning to 
President Donald Trump,

Civilians struggle to 
flee urban combat

As Iraqi forces pushed Daesh 
militants out of Mosul's east¬ 
ern neighbourhoods this week, 
hundreds of civilians faced a 
dilemma: stay in an area still 
beset by heavy Fighting; and 
surrounded by government 
troops that many distrust, or 
evacuate for the uncertainty of 
a displacement camp. 

The elite special forces en¬ 
tered the Gogjali district liies- 
day, touching 
off an exodus 
by hundreds 
of residents, 
many herding 
sheep, cows 
and goats as 
they fled to the 
east. 

But still 
more have been told by the 
troops to stay in their homes 
as the battle is changing to one 
of urban combat with the ex¬ 
tremists. t hose civilians who 
remain have essentially become 
trapped on the front lines. 

One resident said he had 
tried to flee, as the edges of 
his district were still getting 
shelled heavily by Daesh, but 
Iraqi security forces told him 
he had to stay. 

"Everyone here is trapped in 
this situation. They're afraid,'" 
said the man, who asked not 


to be identified. 

On Thursday, an explosives- 
laden vehicle sped toward the 
special forces positioned in 
Gogjali, Brig. Gen. Haider Fadhil 
said. The troops fired a rocket 
that blew up the car, killing the 
attacker. Fadhil also said the 
militants were using ex plosive s- 
laden drones, deploying two 
since the previous night, both 
of which had been destroyed. 

In addition to 
rooting out any 
Daesh fighters 
who may have 
stayed behind 
and checking 
for planted ex¬ 
plosives, the 
Iraqi trtxips have 
to handle those 
civilians who are Fleeing Daesh- 
held territory deeper inside 
Mosul. More than 5.000 people 
have been evacuated to nearby 
camps since Wednesday from 
Gogjali and nearby areas, said 
Lt_ Gen. Talib Shaghati, com¬ 
mander of the Joint Military 
Operation command. 

About 22,000 people have 
been displaced from Mosul, 
with about half settled in 
camps and the rest in host 
communities, UN spokesman 
Stephane Dujamc said.

CLIMATE CHANCE 

It might just be 
rather simple/ 
scientist says 

New research is cutting 
through the confusion on dis¬ 
appearing Arctic sea ice by 
replacing complex comput¬ 
er models with simple math 
that links everyday activities 
to the health of Earth's climate 
regulator. 

“It might just be rather sim¬ 
ple," said Julienne itroeve, sen¬ 
ior scientist at the National 
Snow and ice Data Center in 
Colorado and professor at Uni¬ 
versity College London, 


Her paper, published Thurs¬ 
day in Science magazine, out¬ 
lines an easy-to-understand 
relationship between increas¬ 
ing levels of carbon dioxide in 
the atmosphere and the slow 
vanishing of summer sea ice 
in the North.

Or, in the words of the 
paper: "The 30-year running 
mean of monthly mean Sep¬ 
tember Arctic sea-ice area 
is almost linearly related to 
cumulative anthropogenic C02 
emissions."

The direct relationship be¬ 
tween greenhouse gases and 
sea-ice retreat has been pointed 
out before. Stroeve and her 
co-author Dirk Notz, of Ger¬ 
many's Max Planck Institute, 
have put hard numbers to it 
and explained how it works. 

Jn a stable ice pack, the 
warming effect of infrared 
radiation generated by the 
sun is balanced by cold tem¬ 


peratures in the atmosphere. 
But increasing levels of carbon 
dioxide prevent those infrared 
rays from escaping into sprice. 

As a result, the ice retreats 
northward where there’s less 
solar radiation. 

“ The ice is migrating to re¬ 
establish equilibrium." said 
Stroeve. 

Establishing that hard link 
between CG2 and sea ice has 
important consequences. 

Tor years, climate model¬ 
lers have attempted to pin¬ 
point when summer sea ice 
is likely to disappear. Stroeve 
and Notz say the most likely 
date is sometime around mid¬ 
century.

Trade of lethal drug thrives in China 


Seizures of the deadly chem¬ 
ical carfentanil have explod¬ 
ed across the United States, 
with more than 400 cases 
documented in eight states 
since July. 

Fueled by a thriving trade 
out of China, the weapons- 
grade chemical is suspected 
in hundreds of drug overdoses 
in North America. An inves¬ 
tigation last month showed 
how easily carfentanil can be 
purchased online from China. 

Of the 12 companies that 
initially offered to export 
carfentanil, just three have 


stopped. Nine continue to 
offer carfentanil for sale, no 
questions asked, and The As¬ 
sociated Press identified four 
additional companies willing 
to sell the drug. 

Asked for comment, most 
denied making the offers. 

Jilin Tely Import and ex¬ 
port Co. initially claimed in an 
email that carfentanil was one 
of its “hot sales product.” After 
being named in The Associated 
Press' story, the company's 
website vanished and it denied 
ever producing carfentanil.

substance in the U.&., where 
it can be used legally to im¬ 
mobilize large animals like 
elephants. But it is not con¬ 
trolled in Giina, the top source 
of fentanyl-nelated compounds 
that end up in the U.S., Can¬ 
ada and Mexico, according to 


the UA. Drug Enforcement 
Administration, 

"it's a loophole that needs to 
be closed because even small 
quantities can have a terrible 
lethal effect," said Andrew 
Weber, a former U.S. assist¬ 
ant secretary of defence for nu¬ 
clear. chemical and biological 
defence programs. “Terrorists 
could acquire it commercially 
as we have seen drug dealers 
doing.” 

Some 5,000 times stronger 
than heroin, carfentanil is so 
toxic that an amount smaller 
than a poppy seed can kill a 


person. It was researched for 
years as a chemical weapon 
and used by Russian forces to 
incapacitate Chechen separa¬ 
tists in 2002, 

The Associated Press did not 
buy carfentanil from the vend¬ 
ors and did not test svhether 
the products on offer were 
genuine. 

U.S, officials have discussed 
carfentaniTs dangers with Chi¬ 
nese authorities, who have al¬ 
ready controlled 19 fentanvl- 
related compounds, and urged 
them to blacklist it. But China 
has yet to act. 


Dealers cut carfentanil and 
other synthetic opioids into il¬ 
licit drugs like heroin to boost 
profit margins. 

Since July, when carfentanil 
was first identified in the U.S. 
drug supply, officials have con¬ 
firmed at least -107 carfentanil 
seizures in eight states. 

The resulting wave of human 
misery has been overwhelm¬ 
ing. In just 21 days in July, para¬ 
medics in Akron. Ohio, logged 
23b overdoses, including 14 
fatalities, with suspected links 
to carfentanil, according to of 
ficials.

Ian Anderson told reporters fol- 
lowing his address. 

“What wc do know is that 
broad ptLblic opinion and social 
sorter today believes that fewsil 
fuels are ... necessary and re¬ 
quired, and over time we should 
be Looking to minimize the im¬ 
pact of Those fuels." 

Kinder Morgan has applied to 
twin its existing Titans Mountain 


pipeline from .Alberta through 
Ji.C.. terminating in Burnaby. 
The expansion would increase 
capacity from SQdjQQO barrels of 
oil a day to $90, WO and result in 
a sevenfold increase in tanker 
tra ffi c through Burrard Inlet to 
export Inlumcn from Alberta’s 
oil .sands to overseas markets. 

The National Energy Board 
Approved the project with 1ST 
conditions in May, and t Lie mm 
jxiny hopes tp final approval 
from the fed era I govemmen t.

There 's also a phenomenon 
tailed forward telescoping, 
Imagine yrm'n: ukd when 
you last saw your aunt and 
you say, u Uh . . . three yens 
ago?" when it's actually eight 
years since you saw her. You’ve 
zoomed in rune, bringing the 
past closer than lL really is. 
When someone asks me how 
long ago an event took place, l 
double my first estimate, and 
even then ] sometimes under 
estimate the of lime. 

That's forward telescoping. 

In the mid-1970s (remember 
how slowly time passed then?). 
Robert Lemlich of the Univer 
shy of Cincinnati proposed 
one significant adjustment to 
the idea of the apparent pas¬ 
sage of time versus reality. He 
argued that since time is. all 
subjective anyway, years are 
also subjective. Calculating; 
what percentage of your total 
life is represented by each 
passing year is fine, but it’s 
strictly mathematical and mi 
doesn’t take into account that 
each passing year feels shorter 
as well — it is a smaller part 
of your total life numerically, 


but it feels even less than that. 
It's att in your head, really, so 
your es timat e of the length 
of a .year that hns just passed 
should he compared not to 
how long you've lived hut to 
yurur sense of how long you've 
lived. 

Lemlieh created equations 
to quantify 1 wbaf he meant. 
Their implications are sur- 
prising, even shocking. Let's 
assume you are a forty-year 
old. Lem Itch calculated that 
time would seem to he passing 
by twice as fast now as it did 
when you were ten. (Remem¬ 
ber how long slimmer vaca¬ 
tion seemed to last?! 

But there's more: the num¬ 
bers tell you that if you're 
that fony-year-okl and you 're 
going to live lt> eighty, you're 
halfway through your life by 
the calendar, but because time 
seems to be passing ever more 
rapidly, Lemlleh's math sug 
gests you unit fed. you have 
less time left ihan you actually 
do. By his calculations, at age 
forty, you hove already lived— 
subjectively—71 percent of 
yuan life.

He asked a Bjmtp of students 
and adults to estimate how 
much slower ri me seemed, to 
have passed when they were 
either half Or oueguarter 
C heir present age. His theory 
predicted the answers almost 
exactly: tune seemed to have 
passed only half as fist when 


they were one-quarter thei r 
present age. and about two- 
thirds os fast when they were 
half their present age. 

fs something else going 
on in our brains that would 
change our perception of the 
passage of time as we age? 

It mi^ht be that our internal 
clock (and jcl lag and shift 
work demonstrate jiixt how 
CTLidalthat clock is) runs slow¬ 
er as we age. If your clock now 
estimates a minute to be three 
mtuLLteH. because it's mn- 
rting slower, then many more 
events will be packed into that 
time frame and it will seem 
that lime is passing faster. 

An extreme example is 
the case of a man who. at tbe 
age of sixty-six. was admit¬ 
ted to hospital in Ditsseldoif. 
Examination revealed a tumor 
in the left frunlal lobe uf his 
hm:o. He’d ^one to [ he hos¬ 
pital because he was finding 
Life unbearable: ereiytMng 
was happening at breakneck 
speed.

Anyone who grew up in the 
1970s will remember The Trolls. 
Trie vinyl creatures with DayGlo 
brnserhead coifs and big goofy 
smiles invaded pop culture. 

Unlike modem-day Internet 
trolls, these creatures were joy¬ 
ful. hug-happy little things with 
more personality than your aver¬ 
age Pet Rock and a ubiquity that 
made them one of the symbols 
of a kinder and gentler time. 

'ihen thev, like other '70s fads 
such as disco music, streakers 
and Gee Your Hair Smells Terrific 
shampoo, faded into obscurity, 
banished forever to the retro 
section of your local junk shop. 

Now they're back in Trolls, an 
animated adventure from the 
makers of Shrek Forever After 
and Mr, Peabody Sr Sherman 
that aims to spread some cheer 
amid a fraught election season. 
Go-director Walt Dohm says he 
hopes the film's message of opti¬ 
mism in the face of adversity will 
be “an antidote to the madness 
of the world."

If ever there was 
a cultural force 
politics can’t 
dent, it’s Marvel 

“Cutting through the noise" is 
a phrase often uttered around 
Hollywood, where mammoth 
markedng bud,pits, are routinely 
expended to reach moviegoers 
distracted by a million other 
entertainment options. But few 
things have ever generated as 
much "noise“as the current U.S. 
election. 

Releasing a movie amid the 
cataclysmic dash between Hil¬ 
ary Clinton and Donald Trump 
— one that has dominated news 
cycles for mont hs and led to de¬ 
bate viewership surpassing SO 
million people — poses certain 
challenges. 

One of the most noted atten¬ 
dees at the Los Angeles premiere 
of Disney's Doctor Strange (which 
bows days before voters make 
their way to the polls on Nov. 
8) wasn’t Benedict Oumbefbatch 
or Rachel McAdams, but Ken 
Rone, the sweater-wearing de¬ 
bate standout. Ihe election has 
consumed just about everything 
for much of 2016, and its inter¬ 
sections with the movies have 
been unpredictable and strange. 
Trump helped fuel the backlash 
against Paul Feig's female-led 
Ghostbuster remake, voicing his 
disgust for the gender switch on 
Jnstagram. 

Johnny Depp earned some of 
his best reviews in years for his 
Trump role in the surprise Funny- 
QrDie film The Art of the Deal: 
The Movie. And Mike Judge's cult 


Kenneth Bone at the Doctor 
Strange premier.

2005 film Jdiocracy — a futuristic 
vision of a cursespewing former 
wrestler president — enjoyed 
newfound relevance. 

The ran-up to Election Day 
has, in the movies, at times felt 
downright patriotic, Tom Hanks 
(Sully) and Denzel Washington 
|The Magnificent Seven) —argu¬ 
ably America's most beloved 
big-screen heroes — have been 
regulars at the box office, as if 
their noble, indisputable pres¬ 
ences might sooth an anxious 
and fractured nation. Hanks was 
back List weekend with the Dan 
Brown thriller inferno after, as 
“America's Dad," he gave the 
country a pep talk on Saturday 
Night Live. 

Hollywood is mostly banking 
on escapism ahead of the elec¬ 
tion. Given how r tired many are 
of wall-to-wall election coverage 
by now, that may be a safe bet. 
Marvel's Doctor Strange will hit 
theatres right before Election 
Day, mid if ever there was a cul¬ 
tural force that politics couldn't 
dent, it's MarveLThe film, which 
is drawing rave reviews, is ex¬ 
pected to be one of the biggest 
hits of the fall. 

And though a movie titled 
trolls might sound fitting for 
this campaign season, the ani¬ 
mation release is as far from the 
political fray as possible. Justin 
Timberlake and Anna Kendrick 
voice the long-haired dolls in the 
family-friendly release. 

The other preelection releases 
are more daringly timed. Before 
the countiy votes for the next 
president, it will cast judgment 
on Mel Gibson’s comeback. His 
World War 11 tale Hacksaw Ridge, 
from Summit Entertainment, is 
his first directorial effort since 
2006's Apocalypto. 

Focus Features has promot¬ 
ed Loving with the most direct 
election overtones. The fil ni is 
writer-director Jeff Nichols' true- 
life drama about the Virginia 
couple whose marriage led to 
the landmark Supreme Court 
ruling outlawing a state’s right 
to ban interracial manage. Focus 
has urged moviegoers to “vote 
Loving* and launched a website 
to “change the national conver¬ 
sation." 

But capturing the nation’s 
attention right now isn't so easy. 
The presidential race — char¬ 
acterized by constant scandal, 
radically opposed personalities 
and a daily stream of polls—has 
provided more drama than Holly¬ 
wood could possibly concoct. 

Whether It’s because people 


are glued to TV news or due to 
less appealing movie options, the 
fall season has been depressed 
at the box office. Before Tyler 
Ferry's Boo! A Madea Hallow¬ 
een lifted grosses the last two 
weekends, most of the season's 
weekends have been down about 
20 per cent from the year before.

Playing young Princess Mar¬ 
garet in Netflix’s high-budget 
Royal Family saga The Crown 
curries with it a certain respon- 
sibi lily. 

Vanessa Kirby wanted to en¬ 
sure she got the part right, 
so she undertook a research 
marathon that spanned every 
scholarly text and salacious 
tabloid page-turner she could 
dig up on the Queen's sister. 

“3 have to say the (tabloid) 
one was particularly useful," 
Kirby admits. 

“(They) got First-hand ac- 
cou nts from people that were 
in the rooms with her, from 
butlers to Friends — they all 
come out of the woodwork 
eventually.

Stepping behind the closed 
doors of Buckingham Palace is 
the lure of The Crown, which 
debuts Friday on Netflix. The 
10-episode first season of the 
series recounts the early years 
of Queen Elizabeth II, starring 
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Claire Foy, centre, and Matt Smith, right, in a scene from The Crown, premiering Friday, i he associated press 


with her wedding day in 1947, 
Kirby says her self-assigned 
reading list helped her under¬ 
stand Princess Margaret's per¬ 
sonality, but she eventually 
had to reckon with the divide 
between factual 'books and TV's 


fictional tale. 

"You think. ‘Am 1 trying to 
be this person or trying to em¬ 
body the spirit, soul and es¬ 
sence of them?" 1 she says. 

Actor Jared Harris, former 
star of Mad Men, says playing 


King George VI came with its 
own challenges. He decided 
to channel his own version of 
the man, rather than attempt 
to replicate history to a tee. 

"All that research is intrinsic¬ 
ally helpful as long as it fires 
the imagination.'' Harris says. 

"My attitude to these things 
es you're not doing the real per¬ 
son. you’re doing the writer’s 
version.” 

The Crown was created 
and written by Peter Morgan, 
who previously won praise for 
bringing an even-handed hu¬ 
manity to the Royal Family in 
The Queen, the 2006 film that 
won Helen Mirren an Oscar in 
the title role. 

Here Morgan gets a bigger 
canvas to explore the Royal 
Family and how its modern 
day legacy came to fruition. 


The Crown is reportedly the 
most expensive Netflix original 
series produced to date. Sec¬ 
tions of Buckingham Palace 
were painstakingly rebuilt in¬ 
side England's product ion hub 
Elstree Studios, while location 
filming spanned the United 
Kingdom. 

Producers scoured the region 
for the most cinematic coun¬ 
try houses and old estates to 
substitute For famous places 
like the Queen's Sandringham 
Estate and Balmoral castle, the 
Royal Family's Scottish holi¬ 
day home. 

But Harris, who also starred 
as Prof. James Moriarty in the 
2011 film Sherlock Holmes: A 
Game of Shadows, says with 
only so many historical spaces 
to film in, he sometimes felt a 
sense ofdejja vu while shooting 


The Crown on location. 

One day, Harris realized he 
was standing in the same lav¬ 
ish space he tread years before 
as Moriarty, Holmes’s famous 
adversary.

Filming of the show's pilot 
wrapped Friday after shooting 
at about 14 main locations in 
the Minneapolis area. K naan, 
who lived in Minneapolis in his 
emiy 20s, said he wanted to shoot 
in a cily he found "inherently 
cinematic" 

Bom in Somalia, K'naan came 
to the U.S. when he was 13 and 
lived in Mew York and then To¬ 
ronto, where he spent his teen¬ 
age years. He said he is “trying 
to tell a story ITielI reorganizes

A record number of gay charac¬ 
ters are featured on broadcast 
series, but small-screen shows 
overall can be deadly for the 
female ones, according to a 
study released Thursday. 

More than 25 lesbian and 
bisexual female characters 
died on scripted broadcast, 
cable and streaming series this 
year, the media advocacy group 
GLAAD found in its report on 
small-screen diversity. 

White TV remains far ahead 
of film in gay representations, 
the medium “failed queer 
women this year" by continu¬ 
ing the “hEirmful 'bury your 
gays' trope," the report said. 

The violent deaths included 
characters Poussey Washington 
(played by Samira Wiley on 
Orange is the New Black) mid 
Bea Smith 1 Danielle Cor mack 
on Wentworth! - 

It’s part of a decade-long 
pattern in which gay or trans- 
gender characters are killed to 
further a straight character’s 
story line, GLAAD said, sending 
what it called the “dangerous" 
message that gay people Eire 
disposable, 

For its annual report titled 
Where We Are on TV, research¬ 
ers tallied the LGBI'Q charac¬ 
ters seen or set to be portrayed 
in the period from Jime 20I6 to 
May 2017. Counts were based 
on series airing or announced 
and for which casting has been 
confirmed. 

Broadcast TV includes the 
highest percentage of regularly 
appealing gav characters — IS 
per cent — since gay rights 
organization GLAAD began 
its count 21 years ago.

Liverpool’s 
independent 
scene comes 
together

There’s no denying Liverpool 
One Hels everything you could 
want in a city, Liverpool’s mas¬ 
sive retail Etnd entertainment 
complex has bEtrs full of soc¬ 
cer players celebrating bulging 
pEiy pEickets. glossy department 
stores and packed nightclubs. 

But dig a little deeper and 
you'll find a blossoming in¬ 
dependent scene. It's one 
with less bearded. fLLLt- 
sieeved hipsters than 
similar scenes in other" 

ILK. cities and more of 
a shout-it-oiit-kmd pas¬ 
sion for independent, 
grassroots enterprise. 

And it’s a scene which 
owes its success to friends 
David Williams and Oli¬ 
ver ITess. 

"The fourth iesco and 
third Costa Coffee had 
opened within a square 
mile of where we lived," recalls 
W illiam s, a 25 year-old bom-and- 
bred Liverpudlian. "We had to 
do something.” 

The pair started a blog about 
Liverpool's independent busi¬ 
nesses, and, in 2013 h they 
launched Independent Liver¬ 
pool, where members sign up 
for an Independent Liverpool 
card that provides access to dis¬ 
counts at 100 land growing local 
independent businesses. 

"What we love about liver- 
pool's independent scene is that 
it’s not pretentious." Williams 
explEtins. “It’s exploded in the 
last five years and every week 
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In Li ver poo), street art can be found on the walls and parking spaces alike. Top right The Cavern Club is where the 
Beatles played some of their first shows and remains one of the most popular venues in the chy. iamara hinson/for metro 


there's something innovative 
hEippening. It’s always been a 
city of rule breakers and risk tak¬ 
ers. and this creates the perfect 
environment for eiu independent 
scene to thrive.” 

In the Baltic T riangle, tiipster- 
filled cafes squeeze alongside 
grimy warehouses (and I mean 
warehouses in the true sense — 
not ones converted into night¬ 
clubs or bars or toffee shops). 
But I found a few gems, includ¬ 
ing the Hobo Kiosk. J noticed 
this tiny second-hand store 
because of the wooden chair 
attached to the outside wall, 


metres off the ground. Inside , I 
found haphazardly-stacked piles 
of rare teen annuals dating back 
to the '60s. lovingly polished vin¬ 
tage sweet tins and fantastically 
kitsch homeware. 

Unlike the Baltic Triangle, 
the nearby Knpewalks area's 
ascens ion to coolness is defin¬ 
itely complete. 

'The Kopewalks is Liverpool's 
independent mecca,” WdliEtms 
tells me. “It represents Liver¬ 
pool's past, present and future 
and radiates the buzz of the city.” 

So-called because it was once 
home to the ropemEtkers whose 


main business came from the 
ships calling in at Liverpool's 
docks, the area comprises several 
long, straight streets Eidjacent to 
each other. Legend states they 
were designed this way because 
the tradesmen needed to layout 
their lengths of rope. 

The streets are filled with in¬ 
dependent businesses: galleries, 
bookshops and record stores. 
One of my favourites is Leaf on 
Bold Street. Inside the spacious, 
airy cafe, a huge light installa¬ 
tion declares: “Where there's 
tea there’s hope." 

It’s incredibly homely, with 


frilly lampshades, enormous 
sofas and a menu listing 60 types 
of tea. Homemade cakes are dis¬ 
played under ornate glass lids. 

Other Kopewalks favourites 
include Kennie's Arts and Crafts, 
a ‘10-year-old art store where staff 
still tote up customers’ bills on 
calculators, and Lncha Libre, a 
Mexican street-food restaurant 
where the food is Eiuthentic Eind 
delicious. 

One afternoon, I take a short¬ 
cut and find myself staring at 
an enormous mural — a smil¬ 
ing woman rising up out of a 
fish-filled expEinse of water. It 


covers the entire 
side of a building 
which faces onto 
a car park. 

hut my com¬ 
panion then points 
out another piece 
of street art. Every 
single one of the car 
parking spaces has 
been personalized, 
with names — Earl, 
Betty, Bob and Iris, to 
name a few — painted 
neatly in bright white paint. 

And while other city cen¬ 
tres are all too often filled with 
identikit restaurants and bars, in 
Liverpool, even the pubs owned 
by larger companies have eui in¬ 
dependent streak. 

One of the newest restaurants 
is the Old Blind School. The gas- 
tropub is housed in a building 
that dates back to 1791, once 
housed one of the U.K.’s first 
schools for the blind. Beyond 
the weathered stone facade is a 
beautiful wrought iron staircase, 
artfully exposed brickwork and 
sculptures of bands acting out 
sign language. 

It’s the perfect place to line my 
stormch prior to my last hurrah 
—a night at the famous Cavern 
Club, a Liverpool ins liturion and 
the birthplace of the Beatles. The 
subterranean venue is hot and 
cramped, but the vibe is fantas¬ 
tic, and the Bolling Stones trib¬ 
ute act is going down a storm. 

The lead singer, who prances 
across the stEige — head jutting, 
limbs flailing — has obviously 
spent a huge amount of time 
studying Mickjagger. At the end 
of his set. he spends five minutes 
doing star jumps on the spot. 1 
don’t remember this being one 
ofjagger's trademark moves, but 
then again, in Liverpool, things 
are rarely done by the book.

Dozens of times since beginning 
their work on the brains of for¬ 
mer football players, boxers and 
military members who suffered 
repeated blows to the head, re 
searchers have announced their 
findings with slides of damaged 
tissue, strong words about the 
danger of concussions and per¬ 
haps a call for sports officials to 
take the issue more seriously. 

At a Boston University medical 
conference on Thursday, doctors 
put a human touch on the often 
clinical diagnoses, announcing 
to a room stocked with family 
members ofCi'b casualties that 
former Patriots and Eagles fLill- 
back Kevin Turner — the lead 
plaintiff in the NFL's concussion 
lawsuit — also was a victim of 
the disease.

“There’s people there, not 
just brains," Tamara Alan, execu¬ 
tive director of the Kevin Turner 
foundation, said as she choked 
back terns to thank the research¬ 
ers for their work.

litmer in March at the age of '16, 
according to McKee. 

“The severity of Mr. Turner's 
CTE was extraordinary and un¬ 
precedented for an athlete who 
died in his 40s," she said. 

CfE has been linked to repeat¬ 
ed brain trauma and diagnosed 
in hundreds of former football 
players. It can also cause symp¬ 
toms of Lou Gehrig's disease, also 
known as amyotrophic lateral 
sclerosis, or ALS. Showing slides 
with evidence of both CTE and 
ALS in Turner’s brain, McKee said 
that it's not possible to establish 
that the CTE caused Lou Gehrig's 
disease through an autopsy, "but 
this is the best circumstantial 
evidence we will ever get."
